Allocations to the Police De- 
partment in 1970 totalled $50 
million for 1000 policemen, as 
compared to (10 million in 1960.

The Economics Student Union finally came into existence yesterday at a general meeting of apnroxi- 
mately 150 students from the department. The ESU is demanding parity on hiring and firing and cuniculum 
committees in Economics, as well as in full meetings of the department faculty. 



A 15-man structure committee 
of the union was formed to draw 
up a constitution for the next meet- 
ing of the ESU, to be held next 
Wednesday. 

A '■■ fhre-man negotiation team 
was also chosen to present 
itudent demands at the depart- 
mental meeting this Friday. The 
five student representatives are 
Gilles Larin, David Young, Joy 
Parr, Louis Asach and Fitz 
Sargent. 

The motion setting up the! team 
made some allowance foi* academic 
divisions within the department: 
"These fWe people will be select- 
ed with no speciflc^jFéspèct^'to . 
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work and the, assurance 
maternity leaves would 
entail a loss of seniority. 
A revision of the tax sys- 
would entail lower taxes 
those earning under %10,- 
per year, and a tax raise 
those earning .more than 
figure. The province would 
urged to take , on full res- 
ponsibility^or^Onancing educa- 
tion, so ftt^l^^the school tax 
could be abolished. 

"To safeguard the Franco- 
phone character of IVIontreal" 
unilingualism would be manda- 
tory in the public service, and 
sanctions would be levled faia iiBgt 
public companies and^a^i^ 
that did not use French = as' the 
only language of work. 

Private hunting and fishing 
clubs, which control access to 
public land for a 75-mile radius

The African Student' Association is in the process 
of giving itself a facelift. - 

The process began at yesterday's méetbiÉ. when'a 
new executive was elected by the members to change 
the present image of the Association on campus. In 
contrast to past years, this year's executive was de- 
liberately chosen so as to represent as many African 
countries as possible. 

George Ahulu, the new president, emphasized that 
unity among members is one of his top priorities for 
the coming year. 'Th'e AssMiatkih's actWities will be 
designed to present AC^ca^''^à' whole rather than as 
a conglomeration of loosely-knit countries. 

Thus, individual countries will be discussed.in thehr 
African context instead of in isolation. 

Ahulu also stressed that under him, the Association 
will not be a dictatorship. The executive as a whole 
will decide policy and, when possible, members will 
be consulted on various issues. In this way, Ahulu ^ 
hopes to';overco.me the apparent apathy which has 
plagued past executives. 

Ahulu hopes, after meeting with his executive this 
weekend, to draw up a series of events which will 
serve to inform the public of. the true situation In 



countries like South Africa, Rhodesia and Mozambi- 
que. Referring tojaudioice reaction at a recent meet- 
ing of the South'^fHcjuTLIberation Committee, he 
pointed out, "Most of the western world is unaware 
of the degree of oppression which exists in these 
countries". 

The new president would further like to have the 
Association discuss the role of the Organization for ! 
African Uiity vAich, be claims, is not as efficient as 
it should be. He blames this lack of efficiency ôn~po- 
litical as well as geographical differences. 

One of the areas that the OAU should be concern- 
ing itself with, for example, is that of economic 
unity among African nations. Ahulu says that he sees 
no reason vihy West African oil should be exported to 
Europe for refining when facilities for this exist in 
other African countries. ■ . 

■ . Looking forward.to the day when the African na- 
tions biiiy their differences, hè says that one day the 
continent will be free and no longer dependent upon 
Europe or on the U.S. for economic goods. "We shall 
then be able to speak with a much louder voice and 
ensure that we are heard," he concluded optimistic 
cally.

Can the validity of a scientificbypothesb br'opinkn be i 
tested? la other ««ords, bow can you tdl if it'ls'a lie or noi?J 

, Tbe question is peifaaps pertinent to the happeniép M 
October 1st in Leacock 132. Dr. Bany Commoner who 
came to'McGili to give a talk enUUed "Chemistry and the 
Eiwlronmental Crisis" was picketed by members of some 
left wing organization(s) generally believed to be of Maoist 
leanings. . ^ 

The main objection of the intruders to the lecture 
appeared to be that all this noise about pollution was a plot 
to léadyÂietàttention of the people away from real prob- 
lems, sudi as Imperialism. 

There were several interruptions and hi most cases 
the hilruders were forcibly ejected from' the auditorium. 
Then the police arrived, and so on. It was very painful to 
watch. 

What disturbed me most was the fact that the counter 
ophilon was presented so hieloquently. In his second grand 
entry, Devbider Garewal, who is one of the Maoist leaders, 
walked all the way to the podium shouting, "lies, lleSj, 
lies!". When challenged by Dr. Commoner to "name one", 
all he could manage was a repetition of the same monosyl- 
lable. ' 

The leaflet that appeared prior to the lecture was 
pitifully written with a string of unsubstantiated, unqualified 
unsupported accusations In no (to me) perceptible logical 
sequence. 

The essential difficulty appears to be this: somebody 
says "A", and somebody else says "not A". How do you go 
.about resolving that? This is a problem for science. How 
does It work? I will quote to you G. E. Hutchhison's (The 
Enchanted Voyage, 1962, p. 37) summary of the mam theme 
of the book, Scientific Explanation. 

"... a scientific system as consisting of a hierarchy 
of hypotheses or general statements, the lower members 
being logically derivable from the higher. Some of the 
lowest members can be tested empirically, which means 
that particular bistances of low-level hypotheses may be 
shown emphically to be untrue. If this Is done, the system 
as It stands b known to be untruè, though ui any well-de- 
veloped science It Is usually possible to alter part of the 
higher-level hypotheses so that the testable lower level 
hypotheses are not found to . be untrue. A valid system is 

one hi which falsification has not up to the present been 
possible." _ 



li^^eooe, any idea which is clahneil to )iave been' derived 
^(»tifiâUy will be testable as to its accuracy. In most 
^caseCttieories and ideas spring from orighial bits of data 
"' cbllâtéd by specialists and reported hi pn>fessk>nal jour- 
nals hi little packages of conununlcation. Most students at 
McGUl, hi one way or another, would be able to get at most 
of the orighial biformation that has led to the declaration 
of an environmental crisis. The htterpretation of much of 
the orighial data is open to argument. However, hi many 
histances one needs little specialized knowledge to assess 
the orighial papers. If I tell you that 20 parts per billion 
DDT hi sea water has been found to reduce photosynthesis 
of all of the four common species of marine phytoplanktonic 
organisms tested, on the average by a factor of 50%

I will not be 
presumptuous enough to merely assure the gentlemen of 
dissent that the environmental problems Dr. Comhioner 
was talking about are real In every sense of the word.

I will offer other references, 
hundreds of them, to anybody willhig to go to the orighial 
data and hiterp'ret and syntheshie the available biformation 
to his own satisfaction. ' 

It will be arguedjquite legitimately, that the process of 
evaluation operates«n a time lag basis. Accurate mterpreta- 
tion of a set of data may take a long time, and the conclu- 
sions will be subject to constant modification and refhie- 
ment.

This theory became official In the U.S.S.R 
since it was a very convenient "scientific" substantiation 
of the argument that food communists beget good com-

contemporary Russian geneticbts, the state withdrew its 
support and Lysenkobt evolution fell hito dbfavour. 

The second example b closer to home. Rachel Car- 
son's Silent Sprhig (1962) was really the first major 
attempt to dhect attention to envkonmental problems. The 
book was a huge success and became a best seller. It was, 
of necessity, hicomplete. and there were loopholes bi sbme 
of her arguments. Névérth'éless, subsequent reseatcK'show-. 
ed Carson to be correct on several counts where her con- 
clusions had been on hiadequate data. Shice parts of Car- 
son's book contauied hicrimhiathig comments on pesticides 
and herbicides, she was viciously attacked, sued, hisulted 
and generally harassed by segments of the chemical hidus- 
try up until her death. A case hbtoiy of her struggle with 
chemical companies, relatjng to the sale of herbicides for 
roadside "weed" control, b summarized by Egler (Bio- 
Science; vol; 14, pp. 29-36). Carson's book has so far 
survived the test of time. In fact we now have overwhelm- 
hig evidence for some of the issues she had pomted out 
with uncanny faituitlon, (see Shice Silent Sprbg, by FYank 
Graham, Jr., 19m^t the thne she was called a liar by 
some; it b poei^tjurtice that McGUl Maobts fhid them- 
selves In the same leaky boat virlth some of the most Ir- 
responsible capltalbts!

Pollution is a real problem; faiflation b a real problem, 
poverty, crhne, addiction, unemployment are real proidems. 
What science can do b trace the raid problems tx^d^eh: 
causes. What,will be discovered fa thb: You câH'sclentif- 
ically reduce problems to basic social philosophies or ideo- 
toj^,^ differences between which . cannot'^Jie}:resolved 
scioitifically because ideologies are hot^dinplrically fabi- 
fiable. And it b no solution to say that "a valid system b 
one in which fabification has not up to the present been 
shown to be true", if certain propositions hi the system 
cannot be fabified or if fabification can only take place hi 
the future (eg. hbtorical theories). 

The issue which liberab fail to confront b that "Social 
Darwmbts and Trotskyites",do^not work by the "same set 
of prembes". It b no moretpôssible to scientifically cons- 
truct social welfare functiohs^frbm the biterests of hidivi- 
duab than, it b.from the biterests of various classes.: A 
particular class ideology can be bnposed on other classes 
in various ways. In the fbial analysb the particular class 
interests that prevail at a given time b a matter of power. 
Commoner can speak because the Clhembtry dept. has 
enough money to pay hhn and Yaffe can muster a large 
enough body of Chembtiy students to evict dbturbers. 

Giving us "hundreds of references" as to the nature of 
the pollution problçm will solve little. I could give hundreds 
of references to the nature of the war in Viet Nam. Millions 



of -people hove read these sources, bdieve tfaem and yet 
still the war goes on essentMy uoduaged. A description of 
a problem b a useful first step; Descriptk» must be follow- 
ed by action. If you want what I tlUnk is a reidfatk: account 
of the coonttUon bietween Comnioher's descriptkm and the 
actkm tfiataNbun admbibtratfon would take; read the eco- 
logy bsùè bf Ramparts (Spring 1970).

Conunoner affahr was the issue of acUon. One doesn't need 
to read hundreds of detailed descriptions of poUutton to 
know that (kneral Motors b not interested hi ceasbig pro- 
dudion, nor the government mterested in stopphig its pro- 
duction, to ease pollution. And why should they if they can 
convhice people to buy thdr cars? Little matter Uiat free- 
ways are desûpying dties, people on highways; poor people 
starvbig because th^ buy cars to gabi a little status; nor- 
mal people dreandng of James Bond escapes to (polluted) 
beaches etc. GM employs; governments like employment (so 
they somethnes say) ; GM will therefore be kept hi busbiess. 
And so it goes on. - ~ 

What does one have to do? Appeal to exbtbig govern- 
ments? They will ignore your polbhed scientific treatbe 
as it suits them. One must act. However, it b impossible to 
act hi, the present social arrangement for any number of 
reasons. Letfs recognize these -reasons and the steps to 
overcome them. Instead of trybig, fpr example, to rational- 
ize a stampeding crowd of Chembb rushhig for pob of gold 
at the end of wastdand rabibows.
